how it can bebt bo influenced for good. 
Sho naturally looks to Japan as o foro- 
runner, and as'an oxamplo of success, Her 
own civilization ia strongly materialistic, 
and the present influence of Japan is of 
thy same charactor. The issuo, ko far ns 
can bo: forescen, is between Matorialiont 
and Christinnity ; and it is for our own 
comtry to face this issuc, and to reflect 
that her duty to Chinn as well nx her in- 
torest requires her te consider and revisy 
her attitude und hor action towanis China, 
and te revise it in the Christinn rense. 

The task laid upon us is twofold. First, 
it iy necessary tlt aur old policy of 
insisting on freo intercourse and open 
"trade receives the close uttontion, of 
Christians at” homo who must confine 
the public promation of trade interests 
within the Luits of fair dealing and must 
miintain at least as high a standard of 
international conduct in regard to China 
as proyails in regard to the powerful nations 
of Europe. Trade privileges must bo 
obtained by fait negotiation without force 
or threat, and we must endeavour by the 
integrity .of our commereinl relations to 
recommend our Christian civilization, 

The second part of our task concerns the 
benevolont migsionury agencies’ which wo 
have so long kopt up for the benefit of 
Chinn, These great missions huve now a 
much wider aud mory open -field before 
them. 

China has always boen n country where 
education has hold w very high place. 
Now, by a suddon—perhaps too'sudden— 
change, she has transformed: her entire 
system, and proposes to establish in all the 
provinces uf her vast Empire, universities, 
colleges, and schools devoted to the intro- 
duction of Western learning.
